Sydney Correspondent of London 
Times Outlines Situation Con- 
fronting Premier 


SOME OF THE PROBLEMS 


Profiteering, Taxation, Soldiers’ 
Allowances, H.C.L., Bolshevism 
and Naval Expansion 


LONDON Aug., 28.—Outlining the 
general situation in Australia which 
confronts Premier Hughes, the Sydney 
correspondent of the Times states 
that the premier finds the political 
situation very uncertain. The mixed 
driving forces which had heen as- 
sembled for the necewslties of the war 
has expended itself now, and the na- 
tionalists are displaying a decided 
desire to reconstitute themselves on 
new lines. . 

Already there ts evidence {tn west 
Australia, south Australia, Victoria 
and New South Wales that the farm- 
ers, and perhaps the returned soldiers, 
will create new parties closely !denti- 
fled with the producing interests, while 
the employing class shows a strong 
disposition to revert to conservatism. 
At the same time the labor party has 
thrown from its ranks all known ex- 
tremists who have been forming a 
soviet party, 

As the etate and also the federal 
ayy mee approve proportional vot- 
nen future elections will possibiy 
substantially alter the present repre- 
sentation of the nationalista, Disinte- 
gration influences are also markedly 
present in the state legislatures. 
Nevertheless, Premier Hughes holds 
a commanding position in the federal 
arena and remains unchallenged, and 
in view of tne fact of the breakdown 
of former Premier Watts, through Ill- 
health, the premier is certain to re- 
main in office until the elections. 

The party, however, holds disrup- 
tive elements and he may be compe!!- 
ed to seek a new alignment with the 


moderate labor wing, whicn, associat- 


ed with a divided liberal party, would 
give him control of a new radical 
party. 

With the high cost of living, pro- 
fiteering, heavy taxation, {nduStrial 
strife, soldiers’ allowances, tariff re- 
vision, bolshevism and naval expansion 
as the urgent constitutional problems, 
coupled with friction with the state 
and myriad reconstruction problems, 
Premier Hughes will have to satisfy 
a whole continent, which starts with 
the idea of getting all its wishes and 
believes that he is to have many mii- 
lions from the German indenfnity’to 
distribute. 

His greatest danger i» profiteering, 
even his tremendous prestige may 
vanish in a eingle day. Premier 
Hughes will require to be a superman 
in order to survive the political strife 
which will accompany reconstruction.

partment, Trustee Duggan, who was 
appointed chairman when the board 
went into committee, sald that it was 


a question how the public would agree 
with the appointment of a highly-pald 
official like an assistant superintend- 
ent. 

Trustee Dougias alluded to the lack 
of inspection which the city schools 
received from the provincial govern- 
ment, the inapeoctor’s visits coming 
something like once in three years, 
The speaker expressed himself in fa- 


| vor of the appointment of an official 
| who could carry 


out inspections of 
the schools, and thus assist to place 
the board in touch with the valus or 
not of the teaching staff.

of other articles of import Mr.

Tt is true there has been a marine 


strike which has impeded trans- 
portation. But the strike did not 
only apply to ships laden with 
sugar. It applied to all shipping. 
But sugar is the only article that 
is, or is expected to be, off the 
market. Therefore the shipping 
strike does not account for the su- 
gar shortage. 

Read in the light of facts as 
they are Mr. Blain’s statement 
puts the sugar shortage squarely 
up to the refiners. The responsi- 
bility of maintaining the coun- 
try’s supply of sugar rests with 
them because of the monopoly 
which the tariff gives them. Be- 


cause of that monopoly the sugar! 


trade is in their hands. With no 
world shortage of sugar, and with 
no shortage in Canada of any 
other artiele of import, the article
